Provide a grant equal to the
lesser of (1) $50,000 or (i1) the amount of the matching fund
provided, to the Board of Trustees of the Germantown
Cultural Arts Center, Inc. d/b/a Black Rock Center for the
Arts, Inc. for the planning, design, construction, and capital
equipping of the Black Rock Center for the Arts, located in
Germantown. Notwithstanding Section 1(5) of this Act, the
matching fund may consist of in kind contributions AND THE
